IN CAMPAIGN TO KNOCK RUSSIA OUT 


RED ARMY FALLING 
BACK TOWARD KEY 
POINT SOUTH FRONT 


GERMANS RUSH UP SU- 
PERIOR STRENGTH IN 
BIDFORKEYTOCAUSASUS

MOSCOW, July 20.—W 


—The Red army fell back 
toward Rostov in the gi- 
gantic, wasting battle of 
the Don steppes today as 
the Germans rushed up su- 
perior 
numbers of men, 


tanks and other weapons in 
an impressive bid for that key to 
the Caucasus. 


Marshal

While the stage thus was being 


set for a momentous new struggle, 
'the Russians reported significant 
new successes around their anchor 
bastion of Voronezh to the north 
which now resembled a doubled 
fist In the German flank. 


In 
hand-to-hand 
fighting th« 


Russians took one main German 
bridgehead pointed across the Don 
at Voronezh after a heavy defeat 
of the Invaders' 75th division 
Other counterattacking 
defend- 


ers of the city grappled with the 
Germans south and west of Vor- 
onezh on the banks of the Don.

had been driven back 


from, the city's environs on all 
tides. Previous dispatches have In- 
dicated the Germans

routed to the north of the city 
and held at bay to the south but

The Russians, who had vacated 


Voroshilovgrad, 100 miles north of

railway line. Apparently the Ger- 
mans were approaching Kemensk 
where the line crosses the Donets 
river. Kamensk Is 85 miles north 
ol Rostov, and 45 miles east of 
Voroshilovgrad. 


(The Germans claim already to 


have severed a railway which runs 
south of Kamensk.) 


German tanks have played an

FLASH FLOODS IN 
EAST TAKE AT LEAST 
ELEVEN LIVES

—Violent 
flash 
floods 
rolling 


through north central Pennsylvania 
and New York today took at l*ast 
31 lives and damaged or destroy- 
ed hundreds of homes, business 
establishments 
and 
Industrial 
plants. 


Railroad roadways and highway 


bridges were washed out. Traffic 
was 
paralyzed. 
Power and tele- 


phone service was disrupted. There 
were fires, landslides and disease 
threats. 


The flood waters swirled from 


the upper tributaries of the Su- 
quehanna, Clarion and Allegheny 
rivers In Pennsylvania. The Alle- 
geheny winds northward through 
southern New York before turning 
southwest to its Junction with the 
Ohio at Pittsburgh. 


Hardest hit were Port Allegany, 


Austin, Wharton, Ridgway, Em- 
porium and Johnsonburg in Penn- 
sylvania and Olean, Portvllle and 
Salamanaca in New York. 
At Port Allegany, where six per- 


sons were reported drowned, the 
Allegheny smashed Into the Free 
Methodist church while 150 per- 
sons were attending a conference. 
They clung to trees, roof-tops and 
floating wreckage until rescued. 
Fire broke out later and destroyed 
the church and a neraby parish 
hall, a garage and an old silk mill.

MOSCOW, July 20.— (Jf)—A Tass 


correspondent "with the northern 
fleet" described today a battle last- 
ing three days and nights between 
German planes and Soviet warships 
escorting a British and American 
convoy which reached a Russian 
port without damago to any of its 
transports. 


During the "sleepless nights spent 


In the lights of an unsettlng sun 
and practically ceasless fire," the 
Germans dropped 220 bombs 
and 


shot 14 torpedoes at the convoy, 
the correspondent reported. 


Soviet planes also participated in 


driving off 
and 
shooting 
down 


many of the attacking Germans. 
The dispatch said at times the war- 
ships stood by, with all their guns 
manned, while the sounds of battle 
roared In the clouds 
and 
mists 
above. 


In one attack by five torpedo 


pianos the warships under the com- 
mand of Capt. Kolchln opened up 
a great barrage from anti-aircraft 
artillery, machineguns and 
auto- 
matic rifles. 


The first plane was forced 
to 


veer off and drop Its missels hap- 
hazardly. 
The second attacked 


from the rear with two torpedoes 
which mined the ship caravan and 
the third dived at a destroyer but 
a well-aimed shot brought it down. 
The fourth was driven off without 
shooting its torpedoes, amoko trail- 
ing from under its wings as fighter 
planes pursued, and the fifth was 
shot down in the barrage. 


The correspondent did not 
say 


where or when the action occurred. 
But last week, however, dispatches 
from London told of 
a running 


fight in which two Allied convoys 
got through to Russia with only 
the loss of a few vessels after 
at 


least two German submarines had 
been sunk and several Nazi planes 
downed.
